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SUMMARY  OF  STATISTICS. 


(1)  The  Birth-rate  (16.2)  is  higher  than  last  year. 

(2)  The  Death-rate  (14.1)  is  about  the  average. 

(3)  The  Rate  of  Infant  Mortality  (83.3  per  1,000  of  regis- 
tered births)  is  below  the  average  for  the  previous  ten  years. 

(4)  The  Death-rate  for  Phthisis  is  higher  on  this  occasion, 
but  the  respiratory  Death-rate  is  below  the  average  of  former 
years. 

(5)  There  is  an  increase  of  the  Zymotic  mortality  (deaths 
from  chief  epidemic  diseases). 

(6)  The  total  of  Infectious  Diseases  reported  (Measles 
excluded)  is  rather  above  the  mean  quantity.

Gentlemen, 

1 have  pleasure  in  placing  before  you  my  Report  for  the 
year  1911.  It  consists  of  (1)  Statistics  of  births,  deaths, 
infectious  and  other  diseases,  with  comments  thereon  ; (2) 
remarks  on  sanitary  and  other  relative  matters  ; (3)  various 

tables  of  the  Local  Government  Board,  the  Home  Office,  and 
the  County  Council.  The  Sanitary  Inspector’s  Report  is  also 
appended. 

Population,  etc.— The  total  population  at  all  ages  at  the 
census  taken  this  year  was  4,438  as  against  4,205  in  1901.  I 
placed  the  “ estimated  population  ” for  the  year  1910  at  4,450. 
which  w as  very  near  the  actual  number  ; and  in  so  doing  I 
explained  that  although  the  estimate  as  usually  calculated 
should  have  been  higher,  I did  not  feel  justified  in  increasing 
it  even  in  spite  of  the  building  boom  of  recent  years.  In 
Table  A it  w ill  be  observed  that  the  number  of  families  or 
separate  occupiers  was  1.148  as  compared  with  981  ten  years 
ago,  and  that  the  average  number  of  persons  per  house  was 
4 approximately.  The  increase  of  inhabitants  was  233,  and 
in  showing  any  increase  at  all  upon  the  previous  enumeration 
this  district  was  one  of  the  few  in  the  locality  where  a diminution 
of  the  population  had  not  occurred.  But  this  increase  of  233 
in  ten  years,  or  23  per  annum,  is  nevertheless  lower  than  the 
annual  increase  of  50  which,  as  I explained  in  1901,  had  taken 
place  between  1891  and  that  year.  It  may  seem  idle  to  cavil 
at  any  apparent  diminution  as  compared  with  former  periods, 
but,  if  the  average  number  in  each  family  had  been  4.6  as  it 
was  forty  years  ago  instead  of  4 as  it  is  to-day,  the  present 
population  would  have  been  over  5,000.  Evidently,  therefore, 
we  have  an  increase  in  houses  as  the  cause  of  the  increase 
of  the  population  of  the  district,  and,  no  doubt,  a fall  in  number 
would  have  had  to  be  chronicled  of  the  inhabitants  but  for 
this  attraction  of  eligible  new  houses  drawing  people  from 
the  towns  into  the  country.

The  Area  of  the  District  amounts  to  1,192  acres,  and  the 
physical  outline  may  he  described  as  an  elevated  sloping 
plain  extending  for  two  miles  from  west  to  east  and  one  mile 
from  north  to  south.  The  whole  is  almost  naturally  and 
proportionately  divided  into  three  parts,  the  first  part  beginning 
with  Hipperholme  at  the  higher  latitude,  the  second  merging 
with  Lightcliffe  on  the  level,  and  the  third  terminating  with 
Bailiffe  Bridge  below.  And  for  the  purposes  of  this  report 
the  threefold  geographical  limitation  thus  formed  will  be 
employed  in  the  absence  of  definitely  existing  wards,  and  in 
so  doing  I shall  also  be  adhering  pretty  closely  to  the  arrange- 
ments which  obtain  in  the  postal  delivery  of  letters  at  the 
present  time. 

Births.— During  the  year  there  were  registered  72  births, 
comprising  39  males  and  33  females.  In  the  first  quarter  the 
number  registered  was  17,  in  the  second  12,  in  the  third  26, 
and  in  tire  fourth  17.  Two  of  the  births  were  illegitimate. 

As  regards  sex,  the  average  proportion  is  approximately — 
males  54  per  cent.,  females  46  per  cent.,  as  compared  with 

(1)  males  45  per  cent,  and  females  55  per  cent,  in  1910,  and 

(2)  males  55.5  per  cent  and  females  44.5  per  cent  in  1909. 
This  sex- proportion  is  a variable  quantity  from  year  to  year, 
as  will  be  seen  in  Table  B.

Deaths,  fhe  actual  number  of  deaths  which  were  registered 
in  the  district  was  57  ; but  there  are  8 transferable  deaths  which 
have  to  be  taken  into  account,  of  which  7 were  deaths  of 
residents  not  registered  in  the  district,  and  1 was  the  death 
of  a non-resident  registered  in  the  district.  Thus  with  the 
inclusion  of  seven  and  the  exclusion  of  one,  Ihe  nett  number 
became  63,  32  of  males  and  31  of  females. 


1 he  quarterly  mortality  was  as  follows  : in  first  quarter, 
21  ; in  second  quarter,  19;  in  third  quarter,  10;  in  fourth 
quarter,  1 3. 
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In  analysing  the  numbers  in  the  various  age-periods  I find 
that  6 died  in  infancy,  2 between  one  and  two  years  of  age,

For  the  West  Riding  in  1910  the  rate  \uis  12.9;  the  rate 
for  England  and  Wales  in  1908  was  14.7,  in  1909  it  was  14.5, 
in  1910  it  was  13.4,  and  in  1911  it  was  14.6. 
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Among  the  chief  causes  of  death  were  : — 

(a)  Scarlet  Fever. — One  child  died  in  hospital  from  a 
malignant  attack  of  this  disease. 

(I))  Whooping  Cough. — Two  children  under  five  years  of 
age  succumbed  to  this  complaint. 

(c)  Membranous  Croup  was  the  case  of  death  of  one  young 
child. 

(d)  Influenza. — There  were  two  deaths  under  this  heading 
as  contrasted  with  two  in  1910  and  1909.  and  four  in  1908. 

(e)  Phthisis  or  Tubercular  Disease  of  Lungs. — Six 
persons  died  from  this  disease  during  the  year  ; this  is  an 
increase  on  the  average  of  preceding  years,  as  in  1910  the 
number  was  four,  in  1909  three,  and  in  1908  five. 

Other  tuberculous  diseases  caused  three  deaths  in  persons 
over  15  years  of  age. 

(f)  Respiratory  Diseases.— Five  persons  were  certified 
as  having  died  from  bronchitis  and  pneumonia  as  against 
nine  in  1910.  The  death-roll  here  is  below  the  mean  number, 
which  is  seven  per  annum,  and  represents  a very  considerable 
decline  when  compared  with  some  former  years,  notably  1907, 
when  seventeen  deaths  were  included  in  this  section. 

(g)  Cancer. — This  malady  was  the  cause  of  four  deaths 
as  compared  with  five  in  1910,  nine  in  1909,  four  in  1908.  and 
five  in  1907. 

(h)  Diarrhoea  and  Enteritis. — Two  infants  and  three 
persons  over  five  years  of  age  died  from  the  various  diseases 
included  under  this  heading. 

(i)  Nephritis. — One  death  was  caused  by  this  disease 
of  the  kidneys. 

(j)  Infant  Mortality. — Six  infants  died  during  the  year, 
and  of  this  number  one-half  did  not  survive  longer  than  a 
week.  The  average  for  the  preceding  ten  years  is  almost 
eight.  and  a reference  to  Table  I in  the  appendix  of  this  Report

will  show  how  the  number  and  the  rate  vary  from  year  to  year. 
The  causes  of  this  section  of  mortality  were  diarrhoea  , enteritis, 
premature  birth,  atelectasis  and  convulsions. 

The  rate  per  1,000  of  registered  births  is  83.3,  which,  although 
slightly  higher  than  that  of  1910.  compares  well  with  many 
of  the  former  years  and  is  well  below  the  average  rate  of  the 
decennial  period  1901-1910.  The  infant  mortality  rate  of  the 
West  Riding  in  1910  was  117  : that  of  England  and  Wales  in 
1909  was  109,  in  1910  it  was  106,  and  in  1911  it  was  130. 

Zymotic  Death-rate. — The  principal  epidemic  diseases  form 
the  basis  of  calculation  here,  and  four  deaths  are  included  this 
year  as  against  one  each  in  1910  and  1909,  three  in  1908,  and 
tAvo  in  1907.  The  rate  per  1,000  is  .9,  which  is  higher  than 
usual.  For  comparative  purposes  it  may  be  added  that  the 
rate  for  the  West  Riding  for  1910  was  1.1. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

Notifications. — Of  those  infectious  diseases  which  are 
notifiable  the  number  reported  during  the  year  was  30,  viz.  : 
diphtheria  5,  erysipelas  3,  scarlet  fever  19,  and  measles  3. 
The  eases  occurred  in  the  following  months  : — In  January  4, 
in  February  8,  in  March  5,  in  April  2,  in  May  1,  in  June  1, 
in  July  2,  in  October  4,  in  November  2.  in  December  1.  Every 
month  of  the  year  except  August  and  September  contributed 
more  or  less  to  the  infectious  catalogue. 

The  number  of  this  class  of  diseases  reported  annually  since 
the  adoption  of  the  Compulsory  Notification  Act  in  this 
district  in  1890  is  shown  in  Table  I).  The  inclusion  of  measles 
among  those  diseases  which  must  lie  notified,  dates  only  from 
June  1st,  1905,  so  that  to  obtain  the  average  for  ten  years  it 
may  be  expedient  to  select  the  period  from  1901  to  1910,  and 
exclude  measles  from  the  reckoning  altogether.  This  average 
is  18.2.  and  as  27  notifications  were  received  (irrespective 
of  measles)  it  would  appear  that  the  year  1911  is  rather  above 
the  mean  quantity. 

Isolation  Hospital. — (a)  The  Joint  Hospital  is  situated 
at  Clifton,  Brighouse.  Patients  suffering  from  any  of  tin* 
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following  diseases  are  received,  viz.  : cholera,  typhus  fever, 
enteric  fever,  scarlet  fever,  and  diphtheria.  During  the  year 
sixteen  cases  of  scarlet  fever  and  three  of  diphtheria,  or  a total 
of  nineteen  were  admitted  from  this  district.  In  the  previous 
year  there  were  thirty-one  admissions,  in  1909  ten,  in  1908 
two,  in  1907  nineteen,  in  19(16  sixteen,  in  1905  three,  and  in 
1904  seven. 

(b)  Hospital  for  Small  Pox. — In  terms  of  an  agreement 
concluded  between  the  Corporation  of  Halifax  and  the  Joint 
Hospital  Board  (which  includes  Hipperholme),  cases  of  small- 
pox arising  in  this  district  will  in  future  be  sent  to  the  Hospital 
at  Halifax  for  treatment.

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Small-pox  ; Chicken-pox. — We  have  been  free  from  (lie 
former  disease  since  the  year  1904,  but  the  latter  disease  was 
observed  at  various  periods.  Tti  March  I have  record  of  a few 
cases,  but  the  period  of  most  activity  was  from  the  beginning 
of  October  until  the  end  of  the  year.  Young  children  were 
found  at  intervals,  and  in  H ipperhohne  principally,  suffering 
from  chicken-pox,  but  at  no  time  did  the  outbreak  assume 
epidemic  form.  In  certain  streets,  however,  at  the  end  of 
December  and  onward  into  January  odd  cases  of  the  disease 
were  still  coming  under  notice. 

Scarlet  Fever  or  Scarlatina. — Nineteen  notifications  were 
received  as  compared  with  forty-six  in  1910,  and  thirteen  in 
1909.  The  prevalence  of  this  disease  during  the  year  was 
higher  than  usual,  but,  as  will  be  noted  from  Table  D,  the  annual 
attack-rate  of  this  fever  differs  very  considerably  in  the  course 
of  ten  years  ; and  although  on  this  occasion  the  number 
was  in  advance  of  the  average  it  was  apparently  the  tail-end 
of  the  outbreak  of  the  preceding  year.  I showed  how  difficult 
it  was  to  watch  and  control  the  cases  then,  chiefly  on  account 
of  the  mildness  of  the  type  causing  people  to  ignore  its  true 
nature  before  the  peeling  stage,  with  the  inevitable  result  that 
by  direct  contact  at  school  or  at  play  the  disease  was  trans- 
mitted to  other  children.  The  first  case  was  notified  early 
in  January  from  Hipperholme,  and  there  were  also  two  from 
Lightcliffe  in  the  same  month  ; in  February  there  were  five 
reports,  four  from  Lightcliffe  (three  in  one  house)  and  one 
from  Hipperholme  ; in  March  there  were  five,  two  from  the 
same  house  in  Lightcliffe  and  three  from  Hipperholme  (two 
from  the  same  house)  ; whilst  in  April  one  child  was  affected 
in  Lightcliffe,  and  in  May  one  in  Hipperholme.  We  were  clear 
of  the  disease  until  October  when  four  eases  were  reported, 
two  from  Hipperholme  and  two  from  Lightcliffe.  Of  this  total 
number  sixteen  were  removed  to  hospital  ; the  number  of 
houses  involved  was  thirteen.  This  disease  as  well  as  diphtheria 
was  at  one  time  very  prevalent  at  Bailiffe  Bridge,  but  it  is  also 
worthy  of  note  that  no  case  of  notifiable  infectious  disease  was 
found  there  during  the  year. 
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Of  the  19  cases  which  were  notified,  5 were  children  between 
the  ages  of  one  and  five,  10  were  between  five  and  fifteen  years 
of  age,  and  the  remaining  4 were  composed  of  persons  between 
the  ages  of  fifteen  and  forty-five.  One  child  died  in  Hospital 
from  a malignant  attack  of  this  fever,  but  upon  the  whole 
the  type  of  the  disease  was  fairly  mild. 

Diphtheria  including  Membranous  Croup. — In  the  fifteen 
years  extending  from  1890  to  1905  only  ten  notifications  of 
this  disease  were  made,  but  it  is  noticeable  that  since  the  small 
outbreak  at  Bailiffe  Bridge  in  1900  the  rate  of  attack  for  the 
whole  district  has  averaged  three  in  each  successive  year.  The 
continued  presence  of  this  virulent  bacillus  has  been 
before  spoken  of  as  a characteristic  of  epidemics  of  diphtheria, 
and  certainly  since  1906  when  the  bacillus  was  found  in  a great 
proportion  of  the  throats  of  school  children  in  that  village 
we  do  not  appear  to  have  been  entirely  rid  of  the  disease. 
Two  of  the  children  so  affected  were  residents  of  Hipperholme 
and  three  lived  in  Light  cliff  e ; three  were  removed  to  hospital 
for  treatment  ; one  died  from  the  disease  (croup). 

Enteric  or  Typhoid  Fever. — There  was  no  notification  of  this 
fever.  In  eight  years  only  five  persons  have  suffered  from 
this  disease,  and  the  average  attack-rate  for  the  last  twenty 
years  is  below  two  per  annum. 

Erysipelas. — Of  the  three  persons  who  were  sufferers  from 
erysipelas  two  were  residents  of  Lightcliffe  and  one  of  Hipper- 
holme.  The  average  rate  for  the  preceding  ten  years  is  about 
two  per  annum. 

Measles. — During  the  previous  five  years  there  was  a marked 
prevalence  of  measles  in  the  district,  in  fact  288  cases  were 
reported  or  on  the  average  57  per  annum.  In  1911  only  three 
reports  were  received,  and  in  comparison  the  decline  in  numbers 
is  remarkable.  One  case  occurred  in  January,  one  in  April, 
and  one  in  December.  This  disease  is  not  universally  notifiable 
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in  England,  but  it  was  included  in  ihe  list  of  the  Compulsory 
Act  so  long  ago  as  1905  by  this  District  Council. 

German  Measles. — This  acute  specific  disorder  does  not 
appear  to  have  been  observed  quite  so  frequently  as  in  recent 
years.  The  disease  occurred  chiefly  in  the  spring  months. 

Whooping  Cough.— At  no  particular  period  of  the  year  was 
the  incidence  of  this  complaint  very  great,  but  all  over  the 
district  in  the  earlier  part  of  the  year  children  suffered  from 
it.  It  was  the  cause  of  two  deaths  in  young  patients. 

Mumps. — I have  not  had  to  chronicle  much  about  this 
ailment  for  some  ten  years,  but  a small  epidemic  prevailed 
in  most  parts  of  the  district  during  the  last  quarter  of  the  year. 
It  commenced  in  Hipperliolme  and  attacked  the  infants  at  the 
school  there,  and  the  infection  was  carried  to  children  in  the 
other  schools  and  caused  a rapid  decline  in  the  attendance. 
I visited  the  schools  and  advised  exclusion  of  suspicious 
cases  ; it  was  considered  expedient  to  close  the  Grammar 
School  a few  days  earlier  than  usual  about  the  middle  of 
December,  in  which  month  the  outbreak  was  attaining  great 
severity.  Adults,  as  well  as  children,  seem  to  have  been 
sufferers  on  this  occasion. 

Diarrhoea. — Coincident  with  the  summer  months  this 
complaint  prevailed  amongst  young  and  old,  The  death  of  an 
infant  was  due  to  this  disease  in  the  month  of  August. 

Influenza.— During  every  part  of  the  year  influenza  was 
encountered.  The  severity  of  the  type  was  as  virulent  as 
usual ; it  was  aggravated  mostly  by  chest  complications, 
and  proved  fatal  to  two  lives. 


Pulmonary  Tuberculosis. — This  communicable  disease  of 
the  lungs  will  by  an  Order  of  the  Local  Government  Board 
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become  compulsorily  notifiable  from  January  1st,  1912. 
The  Order  is  intended  to  be  supplementary  to  Poor  Law 
and  Hospital  Regulations  already  in  force,  and  the  object  of 
the  Order  is  to  enable  the  local  authority  to  assist  in  the 
prevention  of  infection  and  the  treatment  of  the  patient. 
As  may  be  noticed  in  the  statement  among  the  appended 
Tables  of  the  Local  Government  Board  at  the  end  of  this  report, 
the  Sanatorium  and  Hospital  accommodation  for  suitable 
patients  has  not  yet  been  arranged.  During  the  year  one 
notification  was  received  of  an  out-patient  at  Halifax  Infirmary 
who  was  a sufferer  from  this  disease  and  was  a resident  of  the 
district. 


SANITARY  MATTERS. 

Inspections.— The  routine  work  here  is  closely  connected 
with  nuisances  in  or  near  dwellings,  with  water,  with  sewerage 
and  drainage,  and  with  cowsheds  and  factories.  But  in 
addition  to  supervising  such  matters  as  these,  the  Sanitary 
Inspector  has  along  with  me  visited  and  examined  houses, 
places,  and  localities  which  required  special  attention.  In 
several  instances,  where  infected  houses  were  under  observation, 
insanitary  defects  have  been  frequently  discovered  in  drains, 
middens,  etc.,  most  of  which  were  remedied  in  due  course. 
One  notable  exception,  however,  must  be  mentioned  with 
regard  to  property  in  Park  Place.  At  the  end  of  1909  in 
consequence  of  complaints  the  Sanitary  Committee  ordered 
a joint  report  to  be  drawn  up  by  the  Inspector  and  myself 
dealing  with  the  condition  of  the  property  in  this  street  of 
back-to-back  houses,  and  a careful  and  detailed  inspection 
revealed  certain  objectionable  arrangements  as  regards  sink- 
wastes,  closets,  middens,  and  general  drainage.  The  Committee 
issued  instructions  that  the  owners  of  this  property  must 
carry  out  the  necessary  improvements  and  alterations  as 
suggested  in  the  report,  but  nothing  has  resulted  therefrom 
up  to  the  present.  The  whole  subject  was  recently  again  under 
discussion,  but  a difficulty  as  to  re-making  and  sewering  the 
street  has,  I understand,  been  the  cause  of  further  delay  ; 
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ancl  probably  nothing  will  bo  attempted  until  some  serious 
prevalence  of  disease  brings  the  matter  once  more  under 
notice.  The  table  given  by  the  Inspector  shows  a large 
numerical  list  of  inspections  entailing  as  a consequence  an 
increased  amount  of  sanitary  work.  The  schools  at  Hipper- 
holme  and  Lightcliffe  were  inspected  by  me  towards  the  end 
of  the  year  on  account  of  an  outbreak  of  mumps,  but  allusion 
has  already  been  made  to  this  when  discussing  that  particular 
disease. 


Scavenging  and  Refuse  Removal. — The  sweeping  of  the  streets 
is  carried  out  by  the  staff  of  the  Council,  but  this  is  limited 
to  the  main  thoroughfares  and  roads.  Two  carts  also  are 
employed  for  the  purpose  of  watering  the  dusty  highways 
in  the  summer  months.  The  removal  of  house  refuse  and  night 
soil  is  done  by  contractors  who  act  under  the  direction  of  the 
Sanitary  Inspector.  This  officer  in  a former  report  explained 
how  the  natural  configuration  of  the  district  caused  a.  difficulty 
in  scavenging  on  a systematic  basis,  but  hoped  that  some  re- 
arrangement might  be  evolved  which  would  obviate  the 
frequent  complaints  about  irregular  emptying,  etc.  Towards 
this  desirable  end  it  has  been  decided  to  number  and  register 
all  ashpits  and  middens  ; it  may  thus  be  possible  to  collect  and 
remove  the  domestic  refuse  in  a more  methodical  and  satis- 
factory manner. 


Sewerage,  Drainage,  etc. — The  domestic  and  trade  sewage 
is  treated  by  the  Corporation  of  Brighouse  at  their  works  at 
Cooper  Bridge.  During  this  summer  a sewer  was  laid  from  the 
top  to  the  bottom  of  Kirk  Lane,  and  the  completion  of  this 
branch  may  be  described  as  the  last  act  which  was  required 
to  connect  all  parts  of  the  Council  area  in  one  common  sewerage 
scheme.  Drainage,  as  usual,  has  again  had  a very  prominent 
position  in  the  sanitary  programme  ; no  fewer  than  91  new 
drains  have  been  constructed,  whilst  14  ha  ve  been  reconstructed. 
The  number  of  drains  tested  was  157. 
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Water. — There  is  a piped  supply  of  water  to  all  parts,  and 
this  supply  is  principally  drawn  from  the  reservoirs  of  the 
Halifax  Corporation . Several  extensions  to  new  streets  and 
other  property  were  made  during  the  year  The  supply  has 
been  adequate  and  sufficient,  but  a curtailment  at  night  was 
necessary  during  the  months  of  September  and  October  on 
account  of  the  shortage  following  upon  the  abnormal  summer 
drought.  Samples  of  water,  which  were  sent  for  examination, 
disclosed  no  plumbo  solvent  action 

Slaughter  House. — There  is  one  slaughter  house  which  is 
registered  No  complaints  have  been  made  about  it ; it 
is  kept  in  an  orderly  and  cleanly  condition.  This  structure 
lias  been  removed  to  a more  suitable  site,  and  the  drainage 
conditions  are  very  good. 

Dairies  and  Cowsheds. — The  number  of  cowkeepers  and  pur- 
veyors of  milk  is  28.  and  the  number  registered  is  27.  There 
are  22  cowsheds  in  the  district,  and  at  July  the  number  of  Milch 
cows  was  118.  The  report  of  the  Inspector  is  on  the  whole 
favourable,  but  in  one  cowshed  a defect  in  the  drainage  was 
discovered,  and  the  necessary  remedial  work  is  about  to  be 
done.  No  arrangement  has  been  made  for  the  veterinary 
inspection  of  cows,  and  no  samples  of  milk  have  been  analysed 
at  the  instance  of  the  Sanitary  Authority’s  Officers. 


Housing. — In  terms  of  the  Housing  and  Town  Planning 
etc.  Act  there  were  inspected  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  during 
the  year  1910  thirty- two  houses,  and  the  report  given  was 
very  favourable.  The  Sanitary  Committee,  it  appears,  has 
not  designated  anyone  as  Inspecting  Officer  under  these 
Regulations,  and  there  is  consequently  no  report  on  this 
occasion.  The  statutory  (house-to-house)  and  other  house 
inspections  were  thirty-four  in  number,  and  the  records  sub- 
mitted shewed  that  no  house  was  found  to  be  unfit  for  habita- 
tion. There  was  renewed  activity  in  building  operations  during 
1911,  especially  at  Bailiffe  Bridge  and  Whitehall  ; and  whilst 
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in  11)1  (i  the  Surveyor  gave  certificates  for  twenty -four  new 
houses,  the  number  so  certified  in  the  present  year  was  thirty- 
six.  The  latter  included  cottages  of  an  improved  type. 
The  adoption  ot  the  water  carriage  system  in  place  of  privy- 
middens  was  again  noticeable,  as  no  fewer  than  48  new  water 
closets  were  constructed  and  42  conversions  to  the  same 
system  were  also  completed.  A calculation  of  the  numbers  of 
each  type  of  closet  existing  in  the  district  shows  that  between 
fiO  and  70  per  cent,  of  the  houses  are  now  provided  with  water 
closets. 

Factory  and  Workshop  Act  (1901).— (1)  Register.  From 
the  register  at  the  Council  Offices  I have  ascertained  that  there 
are  in  all  thirty-seven  factories,  workshops,  and  bakehouses 
in  the  district.  The  number  in  the  year  1910  was  one  less.  I 
have  visited  and  examined  many  of  those  places,  and  the 
total  of  such  inspections  (inclusive  of  those  made  by  the 
Sanitary  Inspector)  amounts  to  thirty -nine. 

(2)  Sanitary  Condition.  The  report  on  the  general 
administration  of  the  Act  is  a favourable  one.  The  cleanliness 
of  the  premises  has  been  well  maintained,  and  insufficient 
sanitary  accommodation  was  found  in  only  one  instance  ; 
tins  was  remedied.  In  all  the  factories  (with  one  exception) 
the  installation  of  water  closets  has  been  adopted,  and  the 
standard  of  sufficiency  which  lias  been  aimed  at  is  one  closet 
to  fourteen  persons. 

(3)  Bakehouses.  Of  the  four  bakehouses  in  use  at  the 
end  of  the  year  two  are  underground  and  two  are  of  the  small 
retail  variety.  No  faulty  condition  was  reported  in  connectioi 
with  a 113-  of  them.  The  two  underground  bakehouses  were 
considered  to  possess  all  special  sanitary  requirements,  anc 
certificates  were  granted  by  the  District  Council  to  the  users 
of  those  places. 

(4)  Home  Work.  No  list  of  outworkers  has  been  furnished 
by  any  employer. 


Iii  conclusion  I have  to  direct  attention  to  the  Tables  of  the 
Local  Government  Board,  to  Table  relating  to  Factories  and 
Workshops,  etc.,  to  Table  C of  County  Council,  and  to  the 
report  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  all  of  which  follow.

During  the  year,  335  sanitary  inspections  were  made,  and 
29  nuisances  were  reported  to  the  Sanitary  Committee.  Of 
these,  25  were  remedied  upon  service  of  informal  notice,  and 
in  the  remaining  four  cases  statutory  notices  were  served  on  the 
persons  in  default.  One  notice  was  complied  with,  and  the 
abatement  of  the  three  remaining  nuisances  is  in  hand  at  the 
time  of  writing  this  report. 

The  number  of  insanitary  middens  converted  to  W.C’s 
during  1910  was  42  (4  in  hand). 

Scavenging.  The  scavenging  of  the  district  and  the 
removal  of  domestic  refuse  has  received  particular  attention, 
and  I am  able  to  say  that  the  work  generally  is  carried  out 
in  a more  regular  and  systematic  manner  than  it  was  previously. 
Further  useful  work  is  being  done  in  this  department,  viz., 
the  numbering  and  registration  of  all  middens  and  ashpits  which 
will  be  completed  during  the  present  year. 

Infectious  Diseases.  In  all  cases  of  infectious  disease, 
upon  notifications  being  received  from  the  Medical  Officer, 
an  inspection  is  made  of  the  house  where  the  case  occurs, 
and  of  the  sanitary  condition  of  drains,  etc.  After  removal 
to  the  isolation  hospital  or,  if  the  case  is  treated  at  home,  upon 
recovery  of  the  patient,  the  house  is  thorough, y fumigated 
throughout . 

From  the  following  statement,  and  from  the  items  in  Table 
C.,  relating  to  this  department,  you  will  be  able  to  gather  that 
the  sanitation  of  the  district  has  been  much  improved  during 
the  past  year.
